Th os*1 stream-lined American Gen­ 
eral Lee tanks which suddenly turn­ 
ed up in the Libyan desert from 
nowhere, and were Hung into the 
battle for Egypt yesterday to rein­ 
force the British, may prove to be 
a godsend to our Allies at a very 
critical time 
We aren’t told Just what the 
nature of this tank contingent 
Is, but one of those gossipy spar­ 
rows has been intimating that 
General Aurhlnleck received a 
fairly 
strong 
m e a s u r e 
of 
help. 
The importance of this 
lies In the fart that up to this 
Juncture 
Nazi 
Field 
Marshal 
Rommel has been superior iii 
armored 
equipment — a vary 
grave threat to the hard-pressed 
British. 
The powerful General 
I zees nill reduce Rommel’s bal­ 
ance of numerical tank strength 
and may whittle It down to a 
point 
where 
Aurhlnleck 
ran 
handle it. 
All-Out Hemp 
There Ls every indication that 
Rommel intends to try to resume 
the 
devastating 
offensive 
which 
drove his steel-pointed divisions to 
a 
position 
only sixty-five 
miles 
from Britain's great naval base at 
Alexandria 
Brigadier General H. 
S. Sewell. British military expert, 
tells me he believes Rommel will go 
all-out In an effort to break through. 
since this Axis operation is an in­ 
tegral part of Hitler’s now-or-never 
strategy 
1'ndoubtedly the also highly 
capable Aurhlnleck will do his 
utmost to maintain his present 
position, with his right wing an­ 
chored on the sea and hLs left 
resting at the edge of the great 
Qattara 
depression, 
about 
49 
miles due south. This rives in­ 
valuable protection to his flanks. 
an advantage which he would 
lose were he pushed back into 
the open desert beyond the de­ 
pression. 
The unbroken desert. 
of course, is the terrain which 
would suit Rommel with his fast 
moving tank divisions. 
Two Larre Armies 
There has been no recent indica­ 
tion of the comparative strengths 
of the two armies. Possibly Auchin- 
leek has from 75,000 to 100,000 men 
and Rommel may have something 
more than 100,000, but those are Just 
estimates aud we must remember 
that both sides have been receiving 
reinforcements, the nature of which 
hasn't been made public. 
As already indicated. Rommel 
presumably still Is superior In 
tanks, while Auchinleek at last 
advices had the edge in air 
power, 
although 
the 
German 
reportedly 
has 
received 
war­ 
plane reinforcements. 
One of 
the first things to be ironed out 
as the battlr flames up anew 
must be the question of who’s 
who in tanks, and much will 
depend 
on this phase of the 
fighting. 
Rommel 
likely 
will 
make an early effort to weaken 
Auchinleck’s armored strength 
and then try a flanking opera­ 
tion, perhaps along the edge of 
the Qattara depression. 
Allies Position Better 
On the whole, while the British 
position still Ls one of peril, it Ls 
much better than it was when the 
shattered British army finally was 
able to make a stand on its present 
front. Luck in the m atter of rein­ 
forcements will play an important 
part and here Rommel may be in 
tile more favorable position. 
The 
chances are that apart from air sup­ 
port Auchinleek has received about 
all the aid available from nearby 
bases and that further help must 
come over the long routes from 
America or England, whereas Rom­ 
mel is close to continental reinforce­ 
ments. American bombers of course 
can be flown to Auchinleek from 
the U. S. 
As you already know, this battle 
of Egypt is one of the crucial en­ 
gagements of the war 
Should Rom­ 
mel win, and be able to force hLs 
way into the middle east across 
Egypt and Palestine, he might liave 
provided the leverage necessary to 
complete Hitler’s now-or-never drive 
which would at once cripple Russia 
and bring the Fuehrer the resources 
he needs to continue the war.
